“We thought too much about 
the national championship 
rather than Washington and we 
paid for it.” 


There -won’t be too many 
plays from the Orange Bowl in 
the Oklahoma highlight film. 
That’s what made the loss so 
bitter for the Sooners: they 
were the No. 2 team in the 


nation but didn’t much play like 
it. 

The Sooners had the nation’s 
best defense against the rush in 
1984 with an average yield of 69 
yards per game but couldn't 
stop Washington. Oklahoma 
hardly even slowed down the 
Huskies, who rushed for 192 
yards including 135 by Jacque 
Robinson. 

The Oklahoma offense fum- 
bled the ball six times, losing 
two of them, and quarterback 
Danny Bradley was sacked 
twice for 26 yards in losses and 
also threw a fourth-quarter in- 
terception that led to Washing- 
ton’s final touchdown. 

After Washington took a 21-17

lead, Oklahoma speedster 
Buster Rhymes tried to catch 
the ensuing kickoff on the north 
sideline at the 2-yard line and 
promptly dropped the ball out of 
bounds. 


And to top it all off, the 
Oklahoma mascot, the ‘‘Sooner 
Schooner,’’ a covered wagon 
pulled by two Shetland ponies, 
was assessed a 15-yard un- 
sportsmanlike conduct penalty 
when it charged onto the field to 
celebrate a fourth-quarter field 
goal. 

Except that the kick was nul- — 
lified by penalty and the wagon 
wound up in the middle of the 
Washington defensive huddle.
